Since the war ended these farm- 
ers have striven to the utmost to supply the starving people in 
the unfortunate lands harried by the conflict. At the same time 
Canadian farmers provided food for Canadian people in such 
abundance and variety, and at such a comparatively low cost, 
that this nation stands today a realm of plenty amid scenes of 
desolation and starvation.
